OTTAWA, April 19.—In both houses 
T'riday night the resolutions were pass- 
ed authorizing the government to 
make further call gn the man-power 
of the country for service in the army, 
The senate adopted it without division. 
In the house, {t was passed after a de- 
bate lasting through the afternoon and 
well into the evening, and after the 
defeat of the two opposition amend- 
ments. They were the first divisions 
of the session. 

The first division came on an 
amendment by Dr- Molloy, Provencher, 
seconded by Capt@a Read, Prince, P. 
E.I. The amendment proposed to sub- 
stitute the words “this house regrets 
that the proposed order-in-council 
departs entirely from the principle of 
the order-in-council, December 1, 
1917, allowing the exemption of 
those services which are essential for 
promoting agriculture production, and 
the house therefore declares that the 
proposed order-in-council shall be so 
amended that it shall provide for the 
exemption of those who are actually 
and effectively engaged and s0 ur- 
gently needed in the production of 
foodstuffs on the farms of Canada.” 

This amendment was defeated on 
the following division: 

Against, 118; for 70. 
Majority against, 48. 

Dr, Molloy, who had voted og his 
amendment, requested that his vote be 
withdrawn, as he had been paired. The 
speaker announced that a vote having 
once been cast could not under the 
rules of the house be withdrawn. 

Then L. A. Lapointe, St. James, 
Montreal, moved the six months’ hoist 
of the resolution. This was rejected.

The premier reviewei the ‘alls 
which had been made by Germany 2n 
her man-power for military service, 
In November, 1916, Sir Robert sail, 
Germany passed a law which placed 
all male persons in the country be- 
tween 17 and 60 years of :g¢s at the 
disposal of the government for inili- 
tary service. It brought into military 
service no less than 1,700,000 men, 
and other additions raised the man- 
power of Germany for war purpos:?s 
in the spring of 1917 by no less than 
2,100,000 men, To that extent a year 
ago Germany had increased her 
armies, or, at all events, had collect- 
ed reserves which could be drawn 
upon in case of need. The annual 
addition to Germany's man-power sy 
the coming of age of men was about 
500,000; in Austria was about 400,000. 
In France the annual addition was 
something less than 300,090. Moro- 
over, Germany had practically en- 
slaved tens of thousands of Belgians 
and forced them to work in Germany 
in order that Germans might be re- 
leased for the army, Germany ha4d 
made drafts on the population of Po- 
land and would no doubt make fur- 
ther drafts,

There has come what appears to be 
a lull in the war situation, Official 
reports tell little of actual conditions 


They say that the situation ig un-| 
changed, which may indicate that 
both sides are exhausted by their ex- 
ertions in the engagements which 
have been fought, or that they are 
busy bringing up artillery and fresh 
troops to renew the struggle. 
Correspondents at the front tell of! 
miserable weather—cold and rain ard 
sleet——to add to the already known 
bad conditions of the lowlands, which 
are quagmires through which men 
and materials can be moved with dif- 
ficulty. The armies have been figh- 
ing in a flat, marshy country sinca 
April 9, and this ground, bad enough 
under normal conditions, has been 
made still more impassable by rains 
and the tempest of high explosive 
ellis which has blasted roads and 


fields, 
It aypears, however, that the Ger- 
mans have not repeated thelr’ thrust 
along the line running north of Beth- 
une, where they met with a sangujna- 
ary repulse on Wednesday and Thurs- 


day. They employed about 76,009 
men along a line variously reported 
to be from six to ten miles in length, 


but gained little or no ground, The 
La Bassee Canal front ts still in their 
hands and bridges flung across it by 
the Teutons have been swept away by 
the Allies’ artillery fire, 

The French blow, aimed at (he very 
apex of the German lines in Picardy 
in front of Amiens, has not been foi- 
lowed up apparently. It is difficult to 
believe that the Ailied counter-offen- 
sive. when it comes, will be launched 
in this sector. Advices from France 
would seem to indicate that the blow 
will be struck at another part of the 
battle line.

AUSTRALIANS’ FEAT 
IN PALESTINE 


Destroyed Five Miles of Railway 
and Took Over 1000 
Turk Prisoners 


LONDON, April 19,—(Reuter's,) — 
Telegraphing from British headquar- 
ters in Palestine under date of April 
14, Reuter'’s correspondent said: 

“Australian troops inflicted mest 
severe losses on the enemy Jn the Jor- 
dan area in a recent raid into Gilead. 
They destroyed five miles of the Hedj- 
jaz railway Ine and took over 1000 
prisoners. 

“We withdrew to the right bank of 
the Jordan, bringing several thousand 
refugees desiring British 
We maintained, however, a bridge- 
head 6n the other side of the Ghor- 
aniyeh Ford. An April 11 the enemy 
assaulted the bridgehead of Ghor- 
aniyeh and advanced positions on the 
west bank of the Jordan. The attack 
was preceded by violent shelling, «as 
many as 40 she!ls a minute from fivid 
guns spraying our positions, but all 


| attempts to advance were held up. 


“Another attack was seriously push- 
ed opposite Ghoraniyeh, The Anzace, 
utilizing the excellent cover of the 
bank of the Jordan, awaited the two

800 yards distant, when they melted 
away under the pitiless rifle fire.

In spite of the ter- 
rible punishment to which they were 
subjected a few Germana succeeded 
in getting the sections of the bridge 
into the water, but it was found that 
the bridge reached only three quar- 
tera of the distance, Virtually every 
German engaged In this venture was 
shot down, and, a8 already stated, a 
little further northward, many of the 
enemy swam the canal and surrend-

The German attack against Kommel 
yesterday was a complete failure and 
their losses here also were extremely 
heavy.

The world needs wheat, has always 


needed wheat, aiways will need wheat, | 


and needs it right now more than ever 
before. It is an exhaustive crop, da3- 
manding a soil naturally rich or else 
enriched at large cost and with much 
labor. The plowing up of the ancient 
parks of England to produce wheat 
shows how urgent the need is, 
While North Alberta and the Ed- 
monton district is a mixed farming 
country it is also a region of wheat 
production, In the earlier days of 
settlement wheat was the only cash 
crop. Now that live stock and dairy 
Products are also cash, wheat has 
taken second place, Not that there 
has been any exhaustion of the soil, 
|} or because the returns were not satis- 
factory, but because there was less 
risk and more profit in live stock and 
dairy farming. Wheat ig still an ‘m- 
portant feature of farming in this dis- 
trict as the number of flour mills and 
grain elevators testify. There are 
three flour mills in the city of E1- 
monton: The Edmonton mills on the 
south side, 150 barrel capacity, ani 
Campbell and Ottewell, 200 barrels 
capacity, and the Alberta mills, 359 
barrels capacity, on the north side. 
| The Edmonton mill was built in 1893, 
the Campbell and Ottewell mill in 
1899 and the Alberta mills tn 1906. 
In the Peace River country there is a 
60 barrel mill at FY. Vermi!ion on the 
lower Peace, in township 108, range 
2, west of the 4th meridian, 840 miles 
north of Edmonton, Ft. Vermilion is 24 
miles further north of Edmonton than 
the international boundary is to the 
south. In view of tlm immense crop 
of wheat now raised in southern Al- 
| berta near the international boundary 
line it is worthy of note that wheat 
was raised and a mill established at 
Fort Vermilion years before it was be- 
lieved that wheat could be grown in 
south Alberta. The first mill was built 
at Fort Vermilion in 1886. An up-to- 
date flour mill is in operation at Sex- 
smith on Grande Prairie and another 
at Grande Prairie City. There 
mill at St, Albert, a few miles north 
of Edmonton, and another at West- 
lock, 50 miles north of Edmonton.

Army of 2,600,000 More Trained Fighting Men Being Shipped as | 
Fast as Steam Can Take Them, Says Edward Trefse—Chicago |

But as the 
land is cropped the grain is harder 
and ripens earlier, While the more 
newly settled localities, especially in 
the partly wooded country to the 
north amd west, must still take the 
risks of late ripening and wet seasons,

A large gathering assembled in the 
Auditorium to hear Mr, Trefze, who is 
the representative of the United States 
food control bureau and former secra- 
tary of the United States National 
Chamber of Commerce, and who had 
come to Edmonton to give his listen- 
ers an idea of his experiences when 
going through the countries which 
have been ravaged by the war, 

Mr. Trefze mentioned that a great 
number of people in the United States 
were under the impression that they 
should have gone into the war when 
the Belgian neutrality was violated, 
and again when the Lusitania was 
sunk. The people of the United States 
waited patiently for Mr. Wilson to ex- 
haust every possible means of avoid- 
Ing and making peace, and when war 
Was declared at last between the 
States and Germany the whole of the 
beople were behind their presiden,, 
and they would now go through to the 
very end: 

Germany was relying, sald the 
speaker, on her propaganda to keep 
her own people in ignorance as much 
as on her forces at the front, and that 
propaganda she used from long be- 
fore the war up to the present to 
create disturbances, in the United 
States and England, in France and in 
Canada, 

Germany Behind It 

He recalled the great noise that had 
been made about the sugar being used 
in England for brewing beer an‘ 
making whisky. As a matter or fact, 
he knew, and he could prove, that 
Germany was behind that agitation, 
which was unfounded and untrue, 
since the sugar used for brewery pur- 
poses was made chemically out of 
straw and potatoes, 

Mr. Trefze also spoke of the maa- 
ner in which conscription had bean 
accepted by the people of the United 
States, without a protest, with the re- 
sult that today over 500,000 men were 
already fighting on the soil of France, 
right in the front of the battle line, 

U.S. Naval Strength 

As for the navy, the United States 
was now only second to England tn 
naval strength. In finances over tour- 
teen billions of dollars had already 
been found for war supplies, Red 
Cross work. Y.M.C.A., and auxiliaries 
of all sorts, The United States has 
sent also absolutely the very best of 
her medical men, expert surgeons ana 
highly qualified nurses. 

Mr. Trefze described the various 
heartrending experiences of the Red 
Cross nurses from the moment thoy 
took hold of the wounded under heavy 
shell fire until the time came when 
only too often they had to render tu 
these wounded the last services that 
can be tendered to what is left of hu- 
manity when the soul has left the 
body. 

The Girls of England 

The speaker then spoke of the work 
the girls in England were doing on the 
farms to replace the men who had 
gone to the front, and how splendidly |} 
they were adapting themselves to! 
work which they had never thought 
of doing, for which they had no ex: | 
perience or training. The work of the 
girls in the munition factories, in the} 
manufactories, in 
the post office and railways, in fact, 
everywhere the men had worked the | 
women were sacrificing themselves tc | 
keep that work going, and, whai's| 
more, were everywhere supplying the} 
sinews of the war by thelr incessant | 
labor and wonderful courage. 

Situation Reversed 

In France the situation had been 
reversed. Large areas of the country 
were under German control, ani 
other large areas devastated by the 
war which would render them unfit} 
for cultivation for thirty years, All| 
the inen of the country from 19 to 48 
Millions of 
women doing men's work required a 
man’s quota of food, and in England

restaurants, 
Pledged to Abstain 

One organization in Chicago con- 
sisting of 120,000 women wags belag 
formed who had pledged themselv+s 
that during the period of the war they 
would abstain from the use of white 
flour. As substitutes they would use 
potatoes and the coarser grains, 

The Allies jooked to Canada for 
its supply of hard wheat flour, for in 
only few of the states of the Union 
could hard wheat be raised. This 
line of action was necessary not only 
because the armies needed to be fei, 
but because the people in England 
and France were in need of food. 

Germany had gone on a rationing 
basis 24 hours after England declared 
war, France not till one and a half 
years after, England two years after. 
Now England was awake to the need 
of greater food production, 

Not Enough Food 

“There Is not enough food in Great) 
Britain, and not nearly enough food in 
France,” said the speaker. He had re- 
viewed the situation for himself. He 
had gone about for four entire days 
entering the homes of people of all 
classes, In no case had he found food 
enough on the table for the family it-! 
self, without the addition of a stran-| 
ger. On the day he had left England 
every ounce of beef had been com- 
mandeered for the soldiers 

In words which drew tears from 
the eyes of every man and woman in 
the audience, Mr. Trefze ta@ld stories 
of the war and particularlwione of a 
French hero who, after wi ning all 
the decorations that could be won hy! 
a French soldier on the field of honor., 
had been presented with half a loaf} 
of pure white flour bread, which had | 
been procured from the officers’ mess 
of the American army. | 

“White bread," the speaker said, in| 
closing his speech, “is, over there, the 
food of heroes! Let us learn, not only} 
to save but,to change our daily pray- 
ers, and to have a right to do so by 
our efforts and our sacrifices. Instead 
of saying: “Give us this day our daily 
bread,” let us say: “Dear Lord, na| 


them, through us, their daily bread.”

Labor News 
and Gossip 


ch ace Trades & Labor Coun- 
cll are entering upon a vigorous 
campaign in regard to matters 
municipal and In particular the street 
railway. The special points which call 
for this disapproval in regard to the | 
street railway are the proposals td in- 
crease fares and the extension of the 
operation of one-man cars. The Trades 
& Labor Council say that they are de- 
termined to cary the matter to an is- 
sue, even to the extent of demanding a 
change of management, as they hold | 
out the contention that the system has 
not been operated to the end of secur- 
ing all the patronage possible. The} 
criticism offered by the Trades & La- 
bor Council is to some extent, con- 
structive, as at the last meeting {t was 
urged that the city should attempt to 
secure revenue through increased pas- 
senger traffic as the result of reducing 
fares and not raising them. The sug- 
}gestion was made that fares during 
the day should be six for a quarter, 
nothing but tickets being taken, and 
that after ten o'clock at night, a 
straight charge of 10 cents should be 
made. In support of the ten-cent 
charge at night it was contended that 
it would be by way of a tax an amuse- 
ments, as the majority of people did 
not ride at night, eave home from he 
theatre and shows, and that if this was 
done during war-time they should be 
content to pay a little extra for the 
enjoyment. Another proposal was that 
all the close-in traffic should be belted 
to secure a continual service, and the 
outlying routes converted into stub 
lines, It was held that this would pro- 
vide the means for dealing with an 
increased number of passengers on the 
more largely patronized routes, and 
also do away with the need for one- 
man cars. 


O far as the one-man cars are con- 
cerned, the greatest objection was 
made to them passing over the 

high-level bridge. Cases were cited 
where cars had passed over the bridge 
with gear-boxes down, when, in the 
event of the gear-box having struck 
the track, derailment of the car would 
have followed. It was said that any 
accident to one of the cars on the 
bridge would be a highly serious mat- 
ter, with the passengers shut in, and 
doors only operated at the will of the 
motorman, Another point raised in 
conection with tho operation of the 
one-man cars was that the motorman, 
having so many duties to bear in mind, 
did not keep a sufficiently good look- 
out for prospective passengers, and 
that In consequence many were missed. 
Some of the delegates at the Trades 
& Labor Council furnished instances 
of such happenings. The matter of the 
street railway, together with other 
| civic affairs, was placed in the hands 
of a committee and an interesting re- 
pots may be looked for. 


| HE Trades & Labor Council is also 
| taking up the case of the city fire- 

men, who are asking that the city 
council may see fit to give them the 
one day off in four, as recommended 
by the conciliation board. The Trades 
& Labor Council will support this re- 
quest made to the city council. The} 
main plea urged on behalf of the“fire- 
men is that the proposal does not 
really mean one day off in four, but 
rather one day off in four days of 24 
hours each, as the men are on duty 
the whole of the 24 hours. Also that 
this plan is being adopted by practical- 
ly the whole of the cities in the west 
in regard to their respective fire de- 
partments, 


ANTAGES theatre was filled with

Todoay is the 168th anniversary ofo the first battle for the heavy- 
weight championship of the world, the participants being Jack Slack and 
Jack Broughton. Broughton was the first champion under the old London 
prize-ring rules, and for several years had whipped all comers, until his 
followers, including many nobles and the great Duke of Cumberland, 
thought he was invincible. Broughton had been a boatman on the Thames. 
He was a six-footer, strong as an Ox, and easily proved his supremacy over 
all opponents. For a number of years before he mét Slack he had had no 
Important battles, and he had been engaged at Oxford in teaching young 
sports to usé their fists. 

Jack Slack was a youngster who had been a butcher before he took 
up fighting. Although he had several victories to his credit, he had been 
soundly whipped by George Taylor, who was one of those Broughton had 
found easy. Therefore the champion and his patron, the duke, made littie 
of the meat-chopper's ability, and that was Broughton’s undoing.

Help From Ontario? 

Ontario members of parliament 
are demanding the development of 
Alberta coal resources, a8 a means 
of cutting off the Western demand 
for Pennsylvania coal and reliev- 
ing Ontario from the dangers of a 
fuel famine next winter. Ontario’s 
necessity may be Alberta’s oppor- 
tunity. If the Ontario members 
are scared badly enough they may 
even move the government to reg- 
ulate the freight rates so as to give 
Alberta coal a fair chance in the 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba mar- 
kets. That is the chief require- 
ment of the situation. 


Angling for Japan, 

Germany has offered Siberia to 
Japan if the latter will not inter- 
fere with Germany's exploitation 
of the rest of Russia. There is 
small danger of Japan making a 
deal with the treaty-breakers of 


Berlin. But to make assurance 
doubly sure, and to bring the 
Sastern ally actively into the 


fight, the Allies might assure To- 
kio that they have no objection to 
the Japs taking what they can get 
in northern Asia if they throw an 
army into the country big enough 
to keep the Bolsheviki and a por- 
tion of the German forees employ- 
ed. In the alternative Japan has as 
much right to Siberia as the Bol- 
sheviki or the Huns, and Europe 
would be safer if northern Asia 
were controlled from Tokio than 
if it continues to be dominated 
from Berlin.

With 
the whole department of justice 
at the disposal of the government, 
plans and specifications could 
surely have been laid down in the 
order-in-council upon which, and 
which alone, a future issue of 
stock would be entitled to divi- 
dend privileges,

ernment in Parliament have been 
expressing the hope that they 
will be given a chance to help 
wipe the War Times Election Act 
off the statute books.

A great many men are being 
called up for medical re-examina- 
tion under the Military Service 
act before the medical review 
board, and some who were listed 
as unfit on the first examination 
are now ordered to report for ser- 
vice. This is causing a great deal 
of hardship, as men who on their 
first examination believed them- 
selves free to pursue their former 
avocations and arranged accord- 
ingly now find theriselves com- 
pelled to drop everything at a few 
days’ notice. The rules which ex- 
cluded all but the absolutely phys- 
ically fit have been relaxed so that 
aimnongst other defects which were 
formerly classed as disabilities,flat 
feet are not now a cause for rejec- 
tion. Hundreds, if not thousands, 
of men who volunteered have been 
sent back from England because 
of flat feet, since the war began, 
and now men who have flat feet 
are being drafted. The sudden 
change in the description of what 
constitutes physical fitness in a 
soldier indicates lack of judg- 
ment, if not panic, on the part 
of the Canadian military adminis- 
| tration. On March 19th only three 
days before the great German of- 
fensive began, when the world 
was waiting with bated breath for 
its commencement, Premier Bor- 
den announced in the House of 
Commons that within the next few 
months from 20,000 to 25,000 men 
in low categories, that is below 
A2, would be combed out and re- 
turned to Canada from England.

MacLean, acting minister of finance, 
has given notice of a resolution max- 
ing provision for the dealing with the 
maturing obligations of the C.N.R,

notes or obligations given for such 
renewal or postponement; provided, 
that the amount of principal to be #9 
guaranteed shall not exceed the 
amount of the indebtedness the pay- 
ment of which is renewed or post- 
poned and, further, that the guaran- 
tee shail be in 6uch form and signei 
by such person as the governor in 
council may approve and shall endure 
for the benefit and security of the

Before long the | 
engine begins to miss explosions and 
he blames the coil or the spark plugs. 
He opens the switch after a long run 
and the engine refuses to stop. Then 
he remembers that he hard a dis- 
tinct knock which he thought might 
be a loose bearing, but now he knows 
there is something wrong inside or} 
the engine wouldn't overtreat so badly 
after careful handling. So he con- 
demns the car and asks his friends 
What the trouble is that so many ills 
can occur to one engine at one time. 

“Carbon” is the answer. It gets un- | 
der the exhaust valves and gums up| 
the piston rings, so that the motor 
loses compression. It short-circuits 
the spark plugs, and the engine misses 
explosion, It accumulates in masses 
in the head of the cylingder, gets red 
hot, and fires the mixture before the 
proper time. This causes knocking 
which is especially pronounced on a 
hill. When the switch is opened the 
motor keeps running as if it were 
not using the electric spark at all. 


Must Be On Guard. 


There are many causes of carbon, 
and one must be on his guard against 
all of them, The usual trouble is too 
much oll, but the wrong grade of oll | 
will cause carbon, as will a poor 
grade, 4 

Too rich a mixture from the car- 
buretor is another cause. If the piston 
rings are badly worn oil will be drawn 
up into the combustion chamber on 
the suction stroke, resulting in more 
carbon, 

The remedy is to avyold the causes 
given above, and also keep the {gnition 
properly timed, Drive with advanced 
spark as much as possible. Be sure 
that a hot spark is delivered to 
@ach spark plug through an efficient 
ignition system. See that all the plugs 
fre clean and properly adjusted. If 
& multiple point spark plug is used, 
see that all the points are equally 
spaced. Use oil made by a manufac- 
turer of established reputation, and 
use the oil he recommends for your 
car, See that the oil level is correct, 
and that mixture from the same | 


is right. If red or yellow flame is 
shown at compression cocks the mix- 
ture is too rich. | 

In spite of the best care, carbon will 
persist in forming. To help keep this 
down inject a small quantity of kero- 
sene in each oylinder once a week, 
Have the motor hot when it is pour 
in so that the kerosone will vaporize. 
Close the compression cocks and crank | 
the engine over a few times, either by | 
hand or self-starter. This compresses 
the vapor and forces it into the car- 
bon.

Modorate auto drivers, those wh> 
pilot their cars at a reasonable speed 
at al times, are as safe in thelr cars 
as they are in their beds, The ‘‘speei 
maniac” is fast disappearing — he is 
being buried beneath a propaganda 
of discouragement pursued by manu- 
facturers, dealers, trade organizations 
and clubs. oe 

Some automobile clubs, represent- 
ing the best element of passenger 
car users in every city have not oniy 
gone on record against the ‘speeder,’ 
but for years afmed to convert the 
disciple of fast driving by reasonable 
argument. The most recent blow 
struck by one auto tlub for moderate 
driving appears in a recent issue of 
a monthly bulletin, the official club 
organ. 

Moderate driving—say a speed of 
miles per hour —~- has every 
possible argument fer it, says the 
bulletin, while higher speeds, even 28 
or 30, have every argument against 
them.

In the main, the American people 
are very considerate of the Interests 
and the welfare of others and as a rule 
it is but necessary to call these matters 
to their attention—and it is to be hop- 
ed that the matter of brake inspection 
will gather momentum so quickly that 
these dangers wil be eliminated and 
incidentally. be done without the ne- 
cessty of legislation. 

Efficiency of a brake depends very 
largely upon two things. One, the per- 
centage of braking surface in propor- 
tlon to the weight of the car—and 
next, the material forming the brak- 
ing surface which is known as brake} 
lining. There are brake linings on the 
market, as we all know, that have a 
high co-efficient and are at all times! 
dependable. There are others, how-|} 
ever, which cannot be counted on at} 
all times, due to the fact that their co- | 
(fiicient—or dn other words—braking,; 
tendencies, may be changed by differ- 
ent elements. 


You have perhaps known your 
brake to work beautifully at one time 
and not at all another. This may be 
due to absorption, as some brake lin- 
ings absorb water and oll. Conse- 
quently, the lining is (thicker at one 
time than another. Some linings are 
soft and the compresson given them 
on the brake changes their thickness, 
and consequently, creates an uncer-! 
tainty. For this reason, it is very de- 
sirable that brakes should be regular- 
ly inspected. 

It is 6tated on good authority that 
a very large percentage of all acci- 
dents are caused by inefficient brakes, 
and as this is a provey fact, the pub- 
fc, the indus’: 7. the car buyer and the 

ar seller, shiuld work hand in hand 
towards brake efficiency. 


Should the judges in our courts ask 
a few questions occasionally, when 
accident cases are brought before them 
regarding the efficiency of brakes, the 
public would sit up and take notice. 
When a railroad accident occurs, the 
brake, the throttle, then the engineer 
@re investigated. Another thing that 
should be borne in mind by the autoist 
—that he is to a very great extent 
responsible for the safety of his pas- 
sengers, whether those passengers be 
his family, friends or in case of a jit- 
ney, customers, 

Would you consider a man your 
friend who would take out your family | 
or yourself without giving the slightest, 
thought to the matter of his brakes,} 
and consequently, to the matter of 
your safety? There is a well grounded | 
opinion that when a brake is inspected 
by a capable mechanic, some sort of} 
tag or ticket should be given to the} 
autoiet that he might have something 
to show In case of accident, that he 
was not criminally negligent. 

This matter of inspection of brakes! 
is one that is going to be taken up by} 
law if motorists do not exercise the 
proper amount of care. Laws which 
are the result of agitation following 
numberless accidents are not ordin- 
arily lenient and if motorists wish to 
avoid legislation which would tend to 
take away @ great deal of the joys of 
motoring, they had best see to it that 
their brakes are regularly inspected by 
experts.

For the special benefit of boys and 


girls who this year are taking an in- 
creased interest in farming, garden- 
ing and live stock raising, the follow- 
ing article has been written by Wm. 
Morgan, a farmer at Cairne, Alberta, 
This chapter four of the series deals| 
with the subject of gardeniug and the 
feeding of plants: 

Boys and girls, now that «pring has 
come, will be anxious to get their 
gardens in order, and to get the seeds | 
and plants into the ground. These, | 
like the animais, have to be fed, and} 
there is much food for them in the 
soll in Canada, yet better regults may | 
be had by giving more. It is not nec-! 
essary to go into the separate elements 
that make up that food, because it is 
impossible to buy them here to make 
up a perfect or whole food, But take 
one food, Guano, that combines them 
all, This was obtained from islands 
off the coast of Peru, on rocks on 
which sea birds roosted and where, | 
owing to the light rainfall, their man- 
ure gathered to such an extent that! 
ships were loaded with it. and taken] 
to Europe, the lumps broken up and) 
sifted, and sown by hand to feed! 
plants. When these became exhausted, ! 
manures had to be made up other-} 
wise, but here there is good guano} 
from under the roosts of the poultry, | 
and with it the planta can be fed. 

The boys have to grow potatoes, 
The soil here may be rich enough for| 
them as it is, but as this crop likes! 
potash, wood ashes would supply that | 
need, 

The girls have to grow flowers, and| 
the most of the flowers like good rich | 
food. This could be had from the} 
cow barn, and especially the liquid! 
manure, 

Cultivate good and deep, either by 
plow or spade. The latter has as a 
rule given the best crops, but labor 
means much here, and possibly it is! 
because the soil is often dug deeper | 
than it is plowed. It is preferable to, 
sow in rows, because it is easier to, 
do most of the summer cultivation | 
with the hoe, for with a clear space} 
one can go to work and cover a good 
piece of ground in a short time, and! 
then with rows it is easier to weed the| 
rows by hand. Some crops like a 
firmer bed than others, such as on- | 
ions, Tramp the ground with the! 
feet after stretching the line before’ 
making the rut in which to sow 
seed, and after covering it up tramp 
again, |

A complete manure {s composed of 
nitrogen, potash and phosphates, We 
selected a piece of land on the farm 
or field we wished to test, of uniform 
richness and quality; measured off a 
certain amount and divided that 
amount into four parts. The first 
part we gave nothing; the second nit- 
rogen; the third potash, and the fourth 
phosphates Alongside of this we 
made other plots and combined these 
manures, nitrogen and potash, also nit- 
rogen and phosphates, or potash and 
phosphates, but more often the three, 
nitrogen, potash and phosphates, The 
crop produced from each plot was 
weighed by itself to see which man- 
ure or combined manures did best, 
Tests followed that again, to see what 
proportion of these ingredients were 
needed, Then an analysis of the crop 
from each plot, and finally if the plots 
wero large enough a test of their val- 
ue to animals who consumed thein. 
It waa interesting work, but required 
a good deal of care and time.

ROAD MAKING 
EASY BY USE 


Cheap Serviceable Implement 
Makes Rural Road Like 
| City Street 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
Many miles of roads must be main- 
some means, more or less 
inexpensively. On the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms, and in many other 
parts of Canada, the Split-log Drag 
is found to be one of the most useful 
/implements for this purpose. It is 
|now in use in many localities, and an

Construction Of Drag. 

The log should be from seven to 
eight feet long, and from ten to twelve 
inches in diameter and carefully sawn 
down the middle. The heaviest and 
|best slab should be selected for the 
centre, both flat sides to the front and 
set on edges thirty inches apart, giv- 
ing the back half a set-back of six- 
teen to eighteen inches at the right 
end so that when the drag is drawn 
along at an angle parallel to the ditch 
on the right side of the road, the end 
of the back half will be directly be- 
hind the front half, as otherwise the 
ditch end of the rear slab would stick 
out past the ditch end of the front 
slab, crowding into the bank and in- 
terfering with the proper working of 
the drag. 

Two. cross-pleces are wedged in 
two-inch auger holes bored through 
the slabs and.on -the .right hand. side 
a piece of scantling is inserted be- 
tween the ends of the slabs. This 1s 
of great value in strengthening and 
stiffening the end of the front slab. 

Iron Edge For Gumbo. 

In working a clay or gumbo road it 
is advisable to put fron on the lower 
ledge of both flat sides, Handles may 
|be attached to a piece of fron similar 
lto a piece of wagon tire, the irons to 
lbe hinged to the back of each end of 
lthe front slab. By pressing the hand- 
lles the drag could be raised, thus de- 
| positing a load of dirt which is desir- 
ed to fill a hollow or increase the 
| crown at some particular spot. 

A platform of inch boards held to- 
| gether by three cleats should be plac- 
| the stakes between the slabs, 


ed on 
lThese boards should be spaced at 
lleast an inch apart to allow any earth 


\front slab to sift through upon 
road again. The end cleats should be 
placed so that they will not rest upon 
the cross stakes, but drop inside them. 
These cleats should extend about an 
inch beyond the finished width of the 
platform, An extra weight may be 
added if necessary, but !t is seldom 
| needed, 

To use the drag, attach a chain to 
lthe left cross piece, which is behind 
\the front slub, running the other end 
jof the chain through the hole in the 
front slab near the right end. It isa 
| mistake to hook this end of the chain 
jover the front slab as in the case of 
{the other end, for when the drag 


danger of toppling forward, With the 
right end of*the chain drawn through 
the hole in the slab as suggested, this 
danger is entirely obviated. 

How To Use The Drag. 

The operation of the drag is very 
simple, though there are many fine 
points that may be learned by experl- 
fence, For ordinary smoothing pur- 
poses, the drag may be drawn up and 
down the road one or two rounds, 
commencing at the edge and working 
towards the centre. Usually !{t is 
drawn as an angle of about 45 de- 
grees, For the last stroke or two the 
drag may be drawn backward with 
ithe round side of the slab to the front 
and with comparatively little angle. 

There are two stages when rouds 
will drag, and one when a satisfac- 
itory job can not be done. The first 
stage is when they are in a very tlop- 
py condition tn spring, or in other 
seasons after a heavy rain. <A road 
may then be shaped up wonderfully 
well, and after the surface has a 
chance to dry a little, before it is cut 
up with traffic, it will make a smooth, 
fine road. Dragging at this stage fills 
leuts, and sends the water 
ditehes, After this soft stage, comes a 
jsticky stage when the mud will roll 
up under the drag und the road can- 
not be reduced to a satisfactory con- 
dition, After this again, when the 
surface approaches a crumbly tex- 
ture, the drag may be used very suc- 
| cessfully.

Don't blame the breeder who sold | 
the eggs. It may be that his very 
best females were not laying at the 
time the order was filled. Nor can the 
breeder always know just which will 
give the best results. But persevere, 
push on, and they will come better, 
and nearer to standard all the time. 
Be very careful in selecting the fe- 
males, 


Aim for Standard Birds. 


Study the standard requirements 
and mate accordingly, being careful 
not to mate birds of like defects, It is 
a common occurrence te go Into the 
novice’s yard and find a very fine 
male that probably cost his owner 
several dollars yet his mates have all 
shades and colors, The male might be 
half the flock, but good females will 
more than make up for the other half. 

All winning females are produced by 
the best hens; and a good Red female 
is harder to produce than a good 
cockerel. To raise standard-bred Reds 
that can win in the show room, sell the 
clock of many colors and purchase a 
pair or pen of real good ones from 
some breeder who has up-to-date 
| Reds. If it is possible to get them all 
from the same breeder, so much the 
better to get the benefit of his years’ of 
experienced mating and breeding, or 
purchase some eggs. } 

To raise good exhibition or laying 
specimens, don't try to raise any more 
than there is room for, It would be 
far better to have only a few, well} 
raised than to have a whole lot poorly |

raised. Itcomember that the first few 
months in the life of a Red count 
most. The chicks should have all the 


attention possible from the time they 
are hatched. By all means keep them 
growing, but don't be too kind by 
overfeeding them. A healthy, fast- 
growing Red chick will not be found 
when there is sour fed laying around, 
Give them comfortable surroundings 
which {s needed as much as good 
feeding to kep them growing. Keep the 
coops clean and disinfected, Dust the 
chicks often for lice. Dig the runs 
over, and give them lots of shade and 
cool water, 
Shade Prevents Fading. 


A lot of breeders of Reds do not 
supply enough shade for the chicks 
and moulting fowl. The sun will 


bleach a Red just as much as it will 
turn the color of any breed of fowl. 
So take a tip and supply lots of 
ishade, and they will do better. 

As soon as the chicks are old enough 
pick ovt the most promising speci- 
mens. Feed and water them. Glve them | 
everything for producing size, shape 
and feathers. Spend as much time as 
possible in handling the birds, Feed 
them from the hand, and get them as 
tame as possible. A few weks before 
the show place them in training coops, 
being very careful not to seare the 
birds in any way. The best time to 
place them in the training coops is at 
night. All that is necessary to groom 
Reds is a silk cloth, Rub the feathers 
well as they lie, which will give them 
that glossy appearance that is so at- 
tractive, 

The only parts of a Red that have 
to be washed is the face, shanks, ard | 


toes, Use a tooth pick to clean the 
dirt out from under the scales. The 
!more the birds are handled and 


groomed the better chance ‘hey will 
have in the show room, A good bird is 
worth taking care of. A wild and 
poorly conditioned bird will never win 
the red ribbon at a poultry show.

‘BONDED ITALIAN HONEY BEE 


BEST FOR ALBERTA BECAUSE 
LONG TONGUE REACHES NECTAR 


|. Dyson, of Bashaw, Has Had Four Years’ Successful Experience 


With Keeping of Bees, Which He Predicts Will Become One of 
Most Profitable Industries of Alberta—Teaches Neighbors the 


Art of Handling Honey Bees. 


Bashaw Star: 
Mr. T, Dyson ts a practical bee man 
of 25 years’ experience and has taught 


many the art of handling and caring 
for the money bee, while he has suc- 
cessfully raised bees in the Bashaw 
district for the past four years, and 
states that there is no reason why the 
honey bee should not become a most 
profitable industry in this part of the 
province. 

Mr. Dyson commence experiment- 
ing about four years a with a col- 
ony of black or wild bees. He next 
tried the hybrid, but finally gave these 
up for the Bonded Italian honey bee, 
and claims this to be the best bee for 


this climate, his reasons being that 
its tongue being longer it can reach 
further into the petals of flowers to 
gather the nectar, while it is a much 
lhardier bee and can stand the win- 
| ters better and is altogether more do- 
cile in handling. 

Mr, Dyson states that the period of 
gathering honey runs from early Ap- 
ril until late September or freeze-up, 
and not until the first frost, which 
impression seems to have become 50 
general, 

M. J. Hammiester ia another man 
in this district who was taught the art

to Ensure Even Distribution,

Ottawa, April 19—C. A. Magrath,| 
fuel controller for Canada, today made 
a statement which reads in part as 
follows: 

“The new fuel regulations went inty| 
effect on the first of April, Provision 
ig made therein that no consumer may 
be supplied with more than seventy 
per cént of his estimated normal needs 
for the year ending 31st March, 1919.) 

“fT desire to point out, however, that) 
thig provision is not in any way de-) 
signed to place obstacles in the way of 
consumers laying in coal supplies dur-| 
ing the ¢ummer time. It is merely 
Intendéd to ensure a more even distri- 
bution of coal receipts. ; 

“The regulations on this point are) 
éxtremely eéjastic, and provision is 
made whereby {ié moment the con- 
sumeérs in any municipality have been | 
supplied with 70 per cent of their re-) 
quirements, the provincial fuel ad- 
ministrator may, on the advice of the 
local fuel commissioner, entirely sus- 

and the restriction referred to or may 
nerease the pefcentage that may be 
delivered in any way he deems desir- 
able, My advice to consumers through- 
out Canada is to get in their coal sup- 
plies at the earliest possible moment 
and in as largé quantities as they are 
able to, consistent with any restrictions 
that may be in force at the time. 

“Dr. Garfield, the United States fuel 
administrator, fias recently issued a 
statement in which he lays the great- 
ést possible stress on the public placing 
theif orders fof coal at ¢he earliest 
possible moment 

“Owing to Canada’s geographical 
situation and to the fact that our coal 
movement from the United States 
would be a specially heavy burden on 
transportation unless we fully utilized 
our waterways, which are only avail- 
able dufing the summer season, Dr. 
Garfield's argument applies with even 
greater force in our case, Under the 
circumstances it is hoped that Cana- 
dian consumers will follow the advice 
tendered and will order their coal 
supplies as early in the season as 
possible.”

Prospects for the yoxt year in the 
forefront of his remarks. He said 
if England ts to be fed sufficiently 
the next twelve months we must 
concentrate our attention to the 
Potato more. ‘I will be surprised 
with my knowledge of the food 
position, if I do nog find in twelve 
months that bread will be com. 
posea largely Of potatoes, cither 
n the form of flour or meal, or if 
we do not have to forego cereal
